SCENES AMONG THE RUINS. 


Keviow 
or th e Situation as It Looked 
I* rid ay 
Buzzard* in Council—Increased 
List of Dead. 


C h arl e st o n , S. G , Sept. 4.- A row of tur­ 
key buzzards, the popular street scavengers 
of this section, sat upon a horse rack near 
Central market, in Meeting street, near the 
business part of the city , watching the lag 
gi» rd traders, at sunrise Friday morning. 
When the scene grew active, an hour later, 
the favored birds dropped off their perch nnd 
strolled wjtii the buy ers through the market. 
Not more than one stall in ten was occupied. 
The purchasers were few. 
A weary , hag­ 
gard look overspread every face, telling of 
the distress of Thursday night. 
As far as 
the ey e could reach in every direction there 
were tents and blankets, stretched underneath 
which the inhabitants, driven from their 
homes turough fear of 
n rr ’lrital on of the 
earttejuake, had fqoent the night.

l Tp to Friday it was with difficulty that the 
railroad* could run train* into the city , owing 
to the fact that employe*, and especially the 
colored ones, feared to enter the city . 
An old 
colored porter, when informed a t one of the 
cities above Charleston that he hail been 
ordered on a run, turned pallid with fear, and 
stammered to hi* superintendent: “ ’Skusemo, 
capting, but I doan wan’ to go to Charleston.’’’ 
When informed that he must, ho took off 
his cap, laid it. down, and, bowing with defer­ 
ence, said: “ Then I resin« *, sah; I doan go 
lown thar to bo killed by the quakes, sah.” 
Through some superstitious notion all of the 
tower-clocks, which stopped at the first shock 
:>n Tuesday night at six minute« to 10 o’clock, 
have been permitted to stand a t that hour. 
Not a single clock has been started, and nearly 
very tower in the city has a clock in it.

C h arl e s t o n , S. G ,S ept. 4.— Professor W. 
J. McGee, of tie* United States geological sur­ 
vey, arrived Friday m orning from W ashing­ 
ton. 
“ I came,' said he to a United Press re- 
porter, “ to ascertain the origin of the earth­ 
quake. 
The effect of it is of little moment to 
science; the origin is of great interest to the 
entire scientific world. 
People want to know 
the condition of the earth under which earth­ 
quakes occur. 
It seems to be a settling of the 
oarth.” 
“ What do y ou think, professor, of the 
ntatemont that there was an atmospheric dis­ 
turbance at the time of tho first shock f was 
asked. 
“ I take no stock in such a report,” was the 
qutek reply. 
“ It was 
imagination. 
Of 
course there would naturally be a great deal 
of smoke and dust in such a commotion as 
that created by the earthquake, and that, 
with the terrific shaking, would produce a 
sensation which would very naturally be 
taken for an atmospheric affection.” 
“ How do y ou account for the absence of a 
tidal wave? ” 
“ By the fact that the movement was from 
west to oast, thus carry ing the wave out to 
sea. 
Had the movement been in an opjxxsite 
direction there would doubtless have I » eon a 
heavy tidal wave to land. 
As it was, there 
was no movement to the shore but the rebound 
or relapse of the outward tidal wave. 
This 
rebound was caught by the broad shoals for 
over 100 miles along the Atlantic. 
In this 
region there is a shoal land half a mile in 
width. 
This would break a tremendous tidal 
wave, but hardly as heavy a one as that which 
went to sea when the heaviest shock came on 
Tuesday night. 
Tidal waves ar*» likely to 
come at any time in this region from this 
settling of the earth, and there is danger of 
submersion. 
In New J ersey whole forests 
have been sunk tieneath the water along the 
coast and small trees are y et growing beneath 
it at this time.” 
Professor McGee, a* well as local scientists, 
discredit all statements about atmospheric 
pressure of any character and boiling water 
or sulphuric discoveries at points 
wh*'re fis­ 
sure« apjx» ar in the oarth. 
It was r<q>orted 
V riday afternoou that at one place in the city 
not water had gushed from the ground, scald- 
lug people who were compelled to rush through 
it* 
There is but one theory 
advanced 
by 
scientists as to tho cause of the phenomenon, 
and that is some kin« l of settlement in the 
earth. 
There were no upheavals at all at 
places where surface indications are visible. 
The earth is sunken for several miles imme­ 
diately outside of the city . 
This sinking was 
so positive that tho railroad track* were 
thrown out of level, and section hands have 
l>een at work putting in new railroad ties, 
raising old ones and re-ballasting the road. 
In a number of instances culverts and bridges 
were thrown out of kelter, and had to te* re­ 
paired. 
A gentleman advances the theory that there 
Is a burning marl-betl under the disturtenl rjor- 
tions of the city, and that its bursting out 
was the cause of this calamitous trouble.

dancer whose life in a great measure 
answers the oft-repeated question about 
a class of women whose profession is 
popularly held to be one of exposure, 
writes Nym Crinkle in the New York 
Wo rld . 
Guiseppina Morlacchi was celebrated 
in her time, and, as she was born in 
18 4.'!, tkat time was not so long ago. 
Why, it was only so far back as 18 (19 
that she appeared at the Grand Opera 
House here in that famous production 
of “ The Tem pest,” which turned Clif­ 
ton Tayleure’s hair gray, and made the 
English stockholders of Erie shares 
squeal. 
Then she was a stage queen. 
In the height of her beauty and flush 
of her power she had every path of a 
successful stage queen open to her. 
I find that the records and the tradi­ 
tions agree as to her exemplary charac­ 
ter, her exceptional probity,her marked 
individuality, and her rare sense of 
honor and justice. 
Isn’t this delicious 
in a ballet dancer ? 
Among the herd of admirers while 
she was playing at the Grand Opera 
House was the generous, reckless, and 
somewhat flabby .Tim Fisk, the after- 
Mikado of W est Hide saturnalia. 
He 
had everything but his own money to 
be a Cr« esus. He only lacked discretion 
to be a Macjenns. 
One night ho went 
to Morlacchi as she w as w aiting to go on 
and slipped a diamond ring on her 
finger. 
After the performance she 
aent for him and handed the ring back 
to him. 
“ Oh, 
it’s rea l,” said Fisk. 
“ Oh, 
bother, you know it’s the first water 
and worth $5,00» ). ” 
“ B a h !” said Morlacchi, with a shrug, 
“ I can earn that with one of my toes.” 
The confused Mikado went to the 
front of the house, and running against 
Cliff T ay leu re, he remarked when he 
had got his brea th: 
“ There’s a good 
woman that a bad man can fight for.” 
Of course he meant a bad man who 
had the courage to fight. 
This was 
before he was colonel. 
When the “ D evil’s Auction” was pro­ 
duced here she was the chief attraction. 
In 18 (19 she made “ The Midsummer 
Night’s Dream” at Selw yn’s, in Boston. 
Then, against her own wishes, she 
played the “ French Spy,” and in 18 71 
was with the Majilfcou*. 
It w as in Chicago that ahe first met 
Texas J ack and fell in loveVwith him. 
This strange alliance appears to have 
been the result of genuine affection,and 
the premiere who hod enthralled Tu­ 
rin, Genoa, Lisl >on, and held-the gilded 
youth o f London at bay, 
fell into the 
arms o f this American scout. 
They 
were married, and, on her part at least, 
the relationship is sai« l to have been 
one of unwavering devotion and fidel­ 
ity. 
The eccentricity and irregularity 
of her husband cost her many a pang, 
but she clung to him. 
When he died 
in 18 8 1, in L< adville, she was there. 
She put up with every discomfort, left 
a comfortable home, roughed it, and 
stood by him all through the troubles 
which ended in bis sickness and death, 
and hers were the hands that closed his 
eyes. 
After that she retired to a little New 
England town and lived out her widow­ 
hood in a quiet and unobserved way. 
Home of the stories of her independ­ 
ent character are both refreshing and 
curious. 
On one occasion, when 
p la y ­ 
ing in a spectacular piece, she saw the 
property man carelessly break one of 
the ba llet-girls’ helmets, for which she 
was charged $2, and the management 
deducted it from the girl’s salary, in 
spite of her protests. 
Indignant Mile. 
Morlacchi sent for the manager and 
told him she had seen the property man 
break the helmet. 
She insisted that 
the girl’s money should be refunded. 
When the manager refused, she threw 
up her engagement, and, leaving the 
theater, took the girl w ith her. 
During the Fisk regime at the Grand 
Opera House all the efforts to entrap 
her into the Bohemian orgies utterly 
failed. 
To all the polite invitations to 
supper she invariably sent a polite dec- 


lination. 
She saved her money, in­ 
vested it carefully, and when her hus­ 
band died she retired on a competence 
of her own, with a clean record. 
Mr, 
J ohn Burke, who was for a long time 
her manager, went to Billerica to at­ 
tend the funeral. 
lîe tells us that the entire town 
turned out. 
In the church where the 
services were held were the Methodist, 
B apt id, and Catholic clergymen. Home 
of the stores were closed. 
All denomi­ 
nations mourned her. 
The community 
honored her memory. 
That is pretty 
g o o d for a ballet- 
dancer in a New England town, eh? 
It seems that she managed somehow 
to live the prejudice to pieces. 
Hhe 
must have done it, I suppose, with her 
character instead of her ability. 
It’s 
remarkable. 
I ’ve tried in a clumsy 
way to make it monumental.

It is said that. Mil« » . Ilhen fairly wor­ 
ships the memory of Rachel, and it is 
a well-known fact that she is one of the 
most constant of the im*ny visitors who 
make pilgrimages to the dead trage- 
dienne's grave in the J ewish quarter of 
V era fa Cha ise. 
Hhe rarely goes there 
w ithout leaving a memento of her visit 
in the shape of a bunch of flowers, and 
not infrequently she earries away with 
her a faded tribute which lias been 
thrown fresh into tho inclosure by 
somebody else. 
Tin’s she brings back 
with her to Montmorency to decorate 
the writing-desk in her study, in which 
study, by-the-by, hangs a superb mantle 
formerly worn by Rachel in her incom- 
parable remlition of 
Phedre. 
This 
veneration of Rhea’s is mode evident in 
various interesting ways, as may be 
seen from the following extract from a 
recent private Paris latter :

Africa has a warm climate, so w’arm 
that the little babies do not need anv«0 
clothes. 
But it is too cold sometimes 
for the little tender l>al>e to be without 
a blanket. 
There is occasionally a 
white frost down in the deep va lleys in 
the winter, but it never comes up the 
hills to the houses on the coast. 
Away 
back, sixty miles from the coast, there 
is a little ice, and beyond 
mountains there is some 
children had never seen 
they came to America. 
One morning, 
as they came down from their sleepiug- 
rooms, they saw, for the first time, the 
ground all white. 
They were very 
much excited and rushed out to pick 
up tho snow to see what it was like. 
But they threw it down quickly, for 
they said it burnt their fingers; they 
did not know that snow would burn. 
The Zulu mother buys a cotton blan­ 
ket, that costs her a good deal of 
money (75 cents), to wrap up the babe 
on these cool mornings. 
Hhe lias no 
be« l or crib to put the little one in, so 
she lays it on a mat on the ground, and 
there it sleeps sweetly. 
The mother 
lias not much work to <lo in her hut. 
Hhe has no clothes to make, or wash, or 
mend. 
She does not even wash her 
blanket often, for she says it will wear 
it out to wash it, ami I think it would 
wear holes in it if she should wash it 
clean. 
Hhe has only one dish of food 
to cook at a meal. 
Hhe sets that out in 
the middle of the floor, and the men 
gather around it, sitting on the ground, 
and eat with wooden spoons until they 
are satisfied. 
Then the women and 
children come and eat what they want, 
and if there is any left the dogs lap it 
out of the dish. 
So the woman has 
only one dish and a few spoons to wash, 
ami only one room in her hut to sweep 
out and no furniture to dust. 
But she does not expect to live in 
idleness, since her husband lias paid 
ten head of cattle for her. 
She takes 
great pride in having a nice garden— 
as much so as your mothers in having a 
nice house. 
When the mother goes 
out into the garden to work, she ties 
the babe on her back with the blanket 
I have spoken of, and marches out with 
a great hoe on her shoulder, a dish of 
sour milk on her head to feed the babe 
with, and her hands full of ears of corn. 
Arriving she scatters the corn broad­ 
cast and commences her digging, swing­ 
ing back and forth with her little one 
on her back, thus rocking her babe to 
sleep. 
She then lays it on the soft 
grass m the shade of a tree, and al­ 
though there are so many snakes all 
about there, we have never heard of 
their biting the little ones. 
There is 
one 
very 
large snake there—large 
enough to swallow a babe. 
I have 
good seeds, both of grain and vegcta-1 canglit them as large as a stove-pqpe,

little darkeys in bed with nothing over 
them. ” 
They are just as happy as the 
goats they sleep with at night, or as the 
monkeys that come down from the tope 
of the trees to stea l the corn as soon as 
it is ripe. 
They are as cheerful as the 
baboons that come out from among the 
rocks to scratch up the corn the mother 
plants, if she does not remain in the 
garden all day and keep them out. 
They are very fond of play. 
One of 
their amusements consists in making 
oxen, and cows, and other animals of 
clay. 
They skip an« l jump about as 
happy and joyful as tho animals about 
them. 
But there is a kind of happi­ 
ness which you have and which they 
have not. 
An« l they do not know how 
to get it until missionaries come and 
tell them.— Presb yteria n Ob server.

ears, so that I may carry out my plans 
for my poor little children in Stock- 
ldm . 
Is there anything in that prayer 
inconsistent with submission to the will 
of God? ” 
One morning, after a charity concert 
which she had given, the clergyman 
I’ound her counting and sealing up the 
money received preparatory to dis­ 
tributing it among the poor. 
He be­ 
gan complimenting her, but she cut him 
short by sa ying: 
“ It is the only return I can make 
unto the good Lord for the gift He has 
bestowed upon me, which is the great 
joy of my life .. I can only repay him 
through the poor and the suffering. 
This I delight to do.” 
When Bishop Stanly, of Norwich, 
the father of Dean Stanly, was sneered 
at for receiving a “ professional singer 
into the Episcopal palace,” the “ pro­ 
fessional” being J enny Lind, he re­ 
plied : 
“ I always wish to honor virtue and 
talent wherever I may find them. 
As 
to my friendship with J enny Lind, I 
have no hesitation in saying that I con­ 
sider that I am the person benefited. 
For I never converse with her without 
feeling myself a better man.”
